Q. a Sshferiber to ycur Apollo, and a great of 


Admirer tie Divinity Anfwers throughcut thofe 


Pipers, baving Reezived much Satufation 


and Benefit from them, I defire you'd prove 


tome, the Devine inftitution of Epifcopacy, and fhow 


me th* Bijhops Power in Ordination, becaufe 1m in 
Sufpence if muft look upon any Perfon as a Lawful 
M.nifler, without Bifkops and Presbyters. Pray, 
Write a iictle upon thy Subject, according to your ufu- 
al, fort, convincing, nervots way, and pray direct 
me to the beft Book on ths Subject to receive Infor- 
mation, I mean fome fhort eafy Method, a propos, 
And you will Oblige many, more particularly, 
Gentlemen, Your Humble Servant, J. E. 
A, If it can be made appear that the Apoftles 
Conttituted the Order of Bifhops in all Churches, 
it muft neceffarily be granted that the Inftitution 


of Epifcopacy is not lefs than Divine, becaufe 


the Conftitutions as well as Doctrines of the Apo- 
ftles were framed according to Directions of the 


‘Holy Ghoft. Now the Scripture Teftifies that St. 
Paul (who had the fame Commiffion as the other 


Apofties) did actually {et up this form of Govern- 
ment, and gave Laws for irs Adminiftration. For 
by him was Timothy appointed Bifhop of Ephefus, 
and Titus of Crete, both which are Inftructed by 
this Apoftle in the Exercife of the Powers of Ordi- 
naion and Jurifdiction with which they were In- 
And that this Jurifdictive Power was nor 
the fame with what other Elders or Presbyters 
might by Virtue of their Funétion equally Claim is 
apparens becaufe rhefe rwo Perfons are commanded 
to Kxercife their Juri{di€tion over the Elders them- 


levies, which is a plain mark of the Superiority of 


the Order. The whole Tenor of the Epifties to 
Timot!y thews that his Power was extended over 
ailthe Members of the Church, amongft whom 
Elders and Deacons are particularly mentioned. 
Paruculariy he was to charge the Elders that they 
oud Teach no other Doctrine than that which 


had been delivered to them, he was to diftingu‘th 
them according to their Merit, he was to exhort, 
reprove and cenfure them with all Authority, which 
are Confpicuous and Undeniabie Marks of his E- 
pifcopal Auchority. The fame extent of Jurifdiction 
was alio Commitred to Titus, who was to Ordain 
Elders in every City, to fet in Order the Things 
that were amils, to itop the Mouths of F..lfe Teach. 
ers, to admonifh and eject Heretics and the like, 
And tho’ there are not in the New Teffament many 
more clear Initances of Bifhops thusto fet up by 
ftolical appointment to prefide over Charches. yer 
fince both the Conittiturions and Doetiines uf rhe 
Apoftles, muft of neceility be allowed to be e: cry 
where the fame (for otherwife how cou’d Unmiiore 
mity be maintained in the Church of G>d) we may 


fafely conclude that this Conftirution was Univer- 


fal. Nether is ir che Delign of the Scripture to 
give us a Aiiftory of the Form and Eftabiifhmenr of 
all rhe Priminuye Churches: For one Inftance of 
the Platform of Church Governmentc laid by rhe 


-Avoftics was fufficient Inftruction for all Succeed- 


ing Ages, from which to fwerve coud Le no lefs” 
than tie greacelt Prefumption and Impiety. The 
Inftitution of Deacons is but once mentioned in 
Scripture; and yet this by all is thought a fufficient 
Argument to prove that Order Divine and perpe- 
tual. Bue yer the fame Confequence will not be 
allowed in the [nfticution of Bithops tho’ as clearly 
and exprefly mentioned in Scripture, which is highe 


ly unreafonable in our Adverfaries. We do intift up= 


on it therefore that the Scripture is far from being 
Obfcure in this Point: But if leaving Scripture we 
fhou’d have Recourle to Humane Authority; the 
Teftimonies of the Primitive Writers, particularly 
of Sr, Ignatius are fo full to our purpofe, and all 
Kecletiattical Hiftory fo particular in relating the 
Succeffion of Bifhops in Churches; befides the Ar- 
guments that may be deduced from the Apoftles 
Canons, that we Challenge our Adverfariesto thew 
us one Inftance of Presbyters prefuming to take 
upon them the whole and Scle Adminiftration of 
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Church-Government from the Time of the very 
Apottles to the Age of Calv/n. Burt for a fuller 
Satisfaction about this Argument we muft recom- 
mend the Querift to Dr. Potter's Treatle of 
Church Government.

Tis being amatt:r of the bigheft Confequence, yeur

Conicience, to anfwer his Expeétauons, fince no 
Contract bath pafled between you 5 nor in Horor, 
fince you have given him no Ground co Build 
his Hopes upon, much lefs in Gratitude, fince 
few (if any) Inamorato's Love the Object for 
the Obj-@’s Sake, but for ther own is 
their own Felicity they feek, and not that cf the 
Perfon they Addrefs.

Why may nor 
one as well take a Fancy ro anorhers bitace, and 
thea think the owner is Oblig’d to give it up to him, 
as co Imagine anothers Heart (of tar more Intrin- 
fic worth to the Gwner) ought to be deliver'd up 
to him, becanfe he takes a fancy to it.7 The beit
